So yf the Angel had ſpoke 
nothyng, cunnyng humaniſtes myght haue feene the 
fame ſpacefrom heathen. #lianzs that maketh Demetrius 
Phalerens to be- ſeruant to Conn and Timetbens (Conons 
death beiitg nezre /yſander;)and Phatereus ſeeing the 70. 
tranflaters : thisalſo would haue troubled your D. hope 
of alonger compt then the Angels from Heathen. 1/0- 
crates agayne woulde refit him,that telleth how Lecede- 
monan ruled Greece not 34. yeeres, but.ten: though he 
touched not exactly Lenttrs fall.

A grauc Preacher dwelling betwixt Algate and Bow, 
zaue this cenſure :that your D, and one other D. wry- 
ting both contrary to them ſelues, and to the thirde that 
helde the true, beginnyng vpon afteftion-out-off their 
ſtudie,had made many Athieltes. /T he manyyf pot 
might ſerue,is knowen otherwiſe bent.

playnely to this high poynt.. VVhen the matter is de- 
telted, that he contuted thetrueth, himſclfe, and all the 
worlde:then anew peſtiferous errour is bred, that the 
matters are {mall:though they be the, harmony of all 
Scripture,and 1oy of Chriſtianity. An other B, of D. of 
yours neare Lon. thanked God, that he neuer troubled 


his head with theſe matters : That is, why God ypon 


Terabs death, leaucth to honour man with the Sunnes 
ourneys, and tyeth all to the promyſe of Chriſt : and 
what wiſedome Gabriel promiſed to teach Daniel. Behke 
yong diuines are in deepe myſterics,that can diſpiſe ſuch 
high poyntes. 

But here I muſt necdes pardon your young Students: 
whereas Preachers abroad, ſome not of your breede, fall 
togroſle ſchiſme. A certainclearned man was to be pre- 
ferred vntoa charge, one that helde my ſtudies for the 
trueth of the frame of the Bible not vnprofitable. An 
aged graue Gentlemanliked well to collate ar place on 
him. Certayne that would be counted Preachers, defi- 
rous of that which they call rcformation,aboueal holyer 
knowledge, come tothe Gentleman with greater heate 
then the Terentian Chremes came to Simogchargingthe 
Gentlemanin his conſcience, that he ſhoulde not preter 
him,for the doArine which he hiked off, The gentleman 
a\ked an olde great-learned man, what he thought of the 
dofrine, and of the 'man.' He thewed how groſly the 
Preachers were deccaued. Becauſe of their callmg,l wyll 
not lyken'them to' Alexauder EL: : but 1 
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am ſure that Pax] would abandon them. Olde A. Tobn- 
More,preacher of Norwich, lately a neighbour of theirs, 
one mn their zeale, but ſcafoned better, no colder then 
they,& as great aſtudentin the text Hebrew & Greke, 
as they knew any: he was of an other ſpirit, & diſdayned 
not to treade in euery ſtep, where theſe men, like Paris 
of Homer ſhrunke,as 1f they had troden neare a Serpent. 
Iknow it to be farre from your D.minde, to pricke for- 
warde rumors in that kind, And I thinke that he is reſol- 
ued, how zeale (as [ewes proued) running afore know- 
ledge,is the ruine of Religion: and knoweth tradeſmen, 
who be cunninger in the depht of the holy booke;thcn 
the common ſort of teachers :zwhoſe zcale medicth not 
beyond ther owne boundes.I would not be thought to = 
thinke,that your D.could fauour ſuch dealings:But be- 
cauſe they wil needes beſhrowding vnder hiswinges,l 
thought good to warne of that. This euil ſowen by mil 
taking your D.islike a Grangrzna further growing. A 
Cambridge man that lhucth in Eſſex aScholmaſter and 
a Preacher,meeting with a Gentleman that knew from 
Geneſis to the Apocalyps,theframe of the Bible better th& 
he,was counſe!led by that Gentleman tomakeadeclara- 
tio of chriſtianity,how in al ages it was clecre(beforc he 
trauclled to (tir the fimple vncertainly)and to make the 
people know the cuerlaſting certainty of ſaluation, by 
M oſes,the Prophets,the Goſpel.,and the Epiltles. He an- 
ſwered, thatſome bookes of Scripture.could ncuer yet 
be vnderſtood:namely the Reuelation.The Geneleman 
vſing an inſtance from ſome for that, he fayd; that vour 
D.had confuted that paines:thongh he medled not with 


one worde.Y ou may ſce what harme to himſclfe,andto 


the Churchis wrought by hisreading;being miſtaken, 
and miſreported. Icouldwiſh that hetwouldeyther re- 
uoke all his gain-ſayinges:as I charge him, that they be 
all inzutzous & erronious:or printal his leftures,w _
